According to Ling-chi Wang，a 
spDokesman for CAA，the existing 
situation M “unjust and intoler- 
able.” 

Since the S.F. Police department 
receives _ funds for crime control 
from the Federal Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance _ Administration 
(LEAA),it“is prohibited by Title 


.VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 


and the 14th Amendment to the 
Constitution to discriminate any- 
one on the gounds of race, color， 
creed，or national origin.”Wang 
also cited LEAA regulations which 
“prohibit discrimination in screen- 
ing， recruitment，selection， ap- 
pointment，Ppromotion，demotion 
and assignment of personnel.” 

On the basis of published statis- 
tics year after year and pirevious 
efforts by minority community 
处 oups to change the statas quo， 
“we mnust conclude that no good 
faith and effective recruitment has 
taken place and that selection pro- 
cedures of the department are dis- 
criminatory,”Wang said. 

“We think that the proposed 
project is the:first and the most 
effective minority recruitmentPIro- 
gratm to date. It deserves the full 
Support of all concerned citizens 
of San Francisco, said Wang. 

Since the project requires coO- 
sponsorship of the Police and 
Civil Service .commissions，CAA 
urged the two commissions and

Clashes were loud and bitter, but resolutions aimed at 
improving the lots of the blacks were hammered out，

Americans are grouping to consolidate their political 
strength. 

And the nearly quarter of a million Chinese-Americans2

Outside of .a few patronage appointments there is no 
elected Chinese-Americans in City Hall， There are only

we Chinese are in Lower Slobovia. 

The most logical organization to start a national political 
Chinese meet is the Chinese American Citizans Alliance 
which has a built-in network with chapters throughonut 
the US. Will they take the lead? 

While we are waiting, we should send a delegate to the 
Asian Amnierican conventions. Maybe we could learn some- 
thing from them.

Young married couples in Can- 
ton and 玫 wangtung Province take 
China's birth-control efforts quite 
seriously. An article. 三 the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor jast “week 
told of couples who had turned 
to birth control pills after the 
birth of two daughters because 
“they are satisfied with the size of 
their families.” 

Some of the older Chinese re- 
member the .days when only two 
of eight children could be ex- 
Pected to survive. IThey still be- 
lieve in the _ traditional value of 
women's _ fertility and, have the 
desire that a son carry on the 
famiy name. But most peasant 
couples now Pprefer only three 
children，according to the vice- 
chairman of 开 wangtung's agricul- 
tural Tungkwan County，an exX- 
tremely densely populated district 
of 960,000. 

The vice-chairmnan stated that 
ten years ago the county s popula- 
tion increase Was a Very high 3 Per 
cent Per year，but now the in- 
crease 1s down to 1.3 per cent. 
China's giant Women's Federation 
argues “that planned Parenthood 
helps free women from the con- 
fines of their household.” 

Contraceptives are readily avail- 
able im China，according to the 
Monitor article by Jonathon Un- 
ger，and are Sold below cost and 
sometimnes given out in the fac- 
tories free,， but they are iiot avail- 
able to unmarrieds. Abortions are 
also provided free, but the govern- 
ment is most strongly behind 
young men remaining single until 
they are 27 or 28 and young 
women waiting until 25 to marry， 

Some young people do marry 
earlier，but marriage is prohibited 
by law _ until men are 20 and 
women 18. Intra-uterine devices 
were until recently the most com- 
mon means of contraception，bnut 
the pill took over when such de- 
Vices did not suit the heavy man- 
ual labor schedule of the women.

1909，Francis Lang-Kwang 了 su 
secured his doctoral degree in cul- 
tural anthropology at the Univer- 
sity of London in 1940. He came 
to the U.S. in 1944 and taught at 
Columbia and Cornall universities. 
He is the past chairman and pro- 
fessor of the department of an- 
thropology at Northwestern Uni- 
Versity， Where he taught from 
1947 to 1969 He had conducted 
field work in southwestern China， 
Hawaii，India and Japan. He is a 
prolific writer, having written Over 
fifty papers，and is the author as 
well as editor of at least seven 
other books. The first two drafts

The book consists of eleven 
chapters,，an appendix titled “The 
Human Equation in Our Future” 
and an annotated list of recom- 
mended readings relating to books 
on Chinese in the U.S$. Included in 
it are sixteen photographs，one of 
them showing the author and his 
family。The first chapter is on 
identifying the types of Chinese， 
and the second，the Chinese lan- 
guage and dialects. Three of the 
chapters are devoted to the differ- 
ences in the family structural sys- 
temsg of the two groups，and the 
others, contrasts on friendship and 
hospitality,- religion，and adoles- 
cence。 The chapter on Prejudice 
could have been titled properly 
asgs“The Myth of Chinese (Com- 
munist) 卫 xpansionism.”The last 
two chapters Plus the appendix 
Consist of essays espousing the 
need for cooperative realization of 
the “American Dream,” which Dr. 
Hsu defines as“not merely the 
acquisition of material wealth . 
but the achievement of a just soci- 
ety which can live in peace with 
the rest of the world, and ip which 
men are freed from oppression 
and mutual distrust，and where 
equal opportunities are Open to 
al .2” 

Description of the Chinese in 
the U.S$. is concentrated in the 
first chapter and is only briefly 
given. His field study on the Chi- 
nese was limited to those of 瑟 a- 
waii, and information on the ones 
in the mainland U.S. was secured 
primarily 他 om general observa- 
tions and 他 om personal communi- 
cations from friends and scholars. 
He finds four identifiable groups

He appears 
to be annoyed about the failure of 
the mass media in making this 
distinction whenever the accorn- 
plishments of the Chinese in 
America are cited.

Dr,， Hsu”s expertise is in his de- 
tailed and incisive analysis of the 
traditional Chinese family and kin- 
ship system the friendship pattern 
and religious beliefs found in 
mainland China prior to the estab- 
lishment of the Present regime. 
He writes in an informal style and 
frequently injects his personal exX- 
periences for illustrative PuUrposes.
